This second Office Action is in response to Applicant's originally filed Application 
received in the Office on January 13, 2005 in this case. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printe333d publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the 
United States. 

Claims 1 and 2 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Mc 
Cracken (5,816,554,). McCracken teaches each feature of the claimed invention as 
shown below. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-5 sand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Funaro (6,029,937), in view of Zaremba et al. (5,577,344). Funaro teaches, 

substantially, each feature of the claimed invention as discussed above. Funaro does 

not teach multiple margin flanges formed on the top face near the end. Zaremba et al., 

however, teaches the claimed margin flanges. It would have been obvious to one of 

ordinary skill in the art at the time of invention to have modified Funaro's base to include 

Zaremba et al.'s margin flanges on the top face all the way around the boarder including 

the front end in order to contain excess water or soil.

Examiner's Response to Applicant's Arguments 

Applicant's arguments of January 13, 2004 have been considered but are not 
considered to be persuasive. Applicant argues that certain features of the applied 
references are not "the same as" the claimed features and that the claimed invention is 
for a different use. However, the reference features need only be structural equivalents. 
For example, Applicant argues that "the concept of putting the mouse together within 
the margin flanges is not disclosed". This concept is also not positively claimed. In 
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other words the mouse is not positively claimed. Regarding the Funaro rejection, the 
combined references can perform the function of the claimed invention.
